Each dealer or exhibitor shall establish and maintain programs of adequate veterinary care that 
include: The use of appropriate methods to prevent, control, diagnose, and treat diseases and injuries, and 
the availability of emergency, weekend, and holiday care.

§ 2.75(b)(1) - Records: Dealers and exhibitors 

Every dealer other than operators of auction sales and brokers to whom animals are consigned, and 
exhibitor shall make, keep, and maintain records or forms which fully and correctly disclose the following 
information concerning animals other than dogs and cats, purchased or otherwise acquired, owned, held, 
leased, or otherwise in his or her possession or under his or her control, or which is transported, sold, 
euthanized, or otherwise disposed of by that dealer or exhibitor. The records shall include any offspring bom 
of any animal while in his or her possession or under his or her control.
